My  aim  is  to  improve,  introduce  and  grow  only  the  better  kinds  of  Hardy  Plants;  besides  a  general  line  of  good  old  varieties. 
Since  1900,  those  days  with  the  well-known  firm  Goos  and  Koenemann,  I  am  in  this  most  interesting  hybridizing  business.  Many 
good  varieties  are  to  my  credit — but  still  I  am  learning  and  trying  to  produce  more  improvements. 

When  planting  Iris  use  some  lime  and  bonemeal,  but  never  green  manure.  Plain  coal  ashes  mixed  liberally  into  the  soil  also 
is  beneficial.  6  plants  at  dozen  rate;  25  plants  at  100  rate
